ALBANY, N. I., Aug. 30.—The 
right of Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt to remove Mayor James J. 
Walker from office has been estab- 
lished by a court decision. 
Supreme Court Justice Ellis J. 
Staley ruled last night that the 
Governor had the authority to re- 
move the Mayor, and that in con- 
ducting the hearing he was not 
bound by the courts to adhere to 
any rules of judicial procedure. 
Justice Staley cited precedents 
by which he observed the Gover. 
nor might be said to be in error in 
three instances in his conduct of 
the proceedings, but pointed out 
that the courts had no right to in- 
terfere. 

“Courts have no power over his 
(the Governor’s) person,” he wrote, 
“and they cannot commit him for 
a disobedience of judicial process. 
Holds Courts Can’t Intervene. 
“For errors, if any, of law or of 
fact in the proceeding now before 
him he is responsible, not to the 
courts, but to the people and his 
own conscience.” 

In reply to Mayor Walker’s con- 
tention that he is not receiving a 
fair hearing because, instead of 
calling before him all the wit- 
nesses who testified against the 
Mayor before the Hofstadter legis- 
lative committee, Gov. Roosevelt 
has admitted the committee’s rec- 
ords as evidence, Justice Staley, 
after quoting previous interpreta- 
tions of the law. observed: 

“The requirement for a fair trial 
and the provisions of Section 34 of 
the public officers law do not 
countenance, in my judgment, 
wholesale receipt and use of testi- 
mony taken by an investigating 
committee. The relator in 
this proceeding (Mayor Walker) 
as a matter of common justice, is 
entitled to receive that full meas- 
ure of protection which has been 
accorded to others.” 

Defines Grounds for Ouster. 
Justice Staley said that, as he 
interpreted the law, the Mayor 
could be removed “only for cause, 
and for a cause relating to some 
act or omission on the part of the 
officer which amounts to official 
misconduct or violation of public 
trust, or one that involves moral 
turpitude. Charges when present- 
ed should be subjected to that test, 
and when they fail to meet it, 
should be rejected as a basis for 
the exercise of the power of re- 
moval. 

“That the act of neglect justify- 
ing the removal must have relation 
to the administration of office dur- 
ing the term which the officer is 
serving had been pronounced and 
followed by numerous executive 
and judicial authorities.“ 
Curtin Calls it Victory. 
The Mayor has contended that 
the Seabury “conclusions,” on 
which is based the demand of the

10-INCH RAIN, GALE 
HIT MIAMI, FLA., 
WITHOUT DAMAGE 


Tropical Storm Sweeps on in 
Sparsely Settled Ever- 
glades Region.

MIAMI, Fla. Aug. 30.—The 
tropical disturbance that blew in 
from the Atlantic last night, carry- 
ing with it heavy rain and brisk 
Inds to the lower east coast, swept 
westward today across sparsely in- 
habited swamps of the Everglades 
toward the Gulf of Mexico. 

Richard W. Gray, United States 
meteorologist here, said the storm 
was central thie morning 40 miles 
south of Fort Myers and passed 
into the gulf about noon. It was 
losing intensity. 

Fort Myers reported a 24-to-30- 
mile east wind and Key West a 
southwest wind of 32 miles an 
hour. Heavy rains are falling. 
Reports along the east coast in- 
dicated the storm damage was only 
superficial, although the rainfall 
was heavy. A total of 10.23 inches 
fell here in 24 hours. Some debris 
was scattered over docks, but the 
Miami waterfront escaped serious 
damage. The wind reached a ve- 
locity of 38 miles an hour, but 
there was no damage to homes or 
business establishments, some of 
which were boarded up yesterday, 
Strong winds and heavy rains 
battered the Palm Beaches through 
the night. Streets In Palm Beach 
were littered with palm fronds and 
cocoanuts, but there was no heavy 
damage. 


RIOT AT NEW YORK CITY COURT 
WHEN CHILDREN ARE CONVICTED 


Several Hundred Persons Protest 
Against Decision as to Girl 

~ Demonstrators.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Several 
hundred persons whom the police 
called Communists, most of them 
boys and girls, rioted in the corri- 
dors of the Children’s Court today 
when two school girls were found 
guilty of juvenile delinquency for 
participating in a radical demon- 
stration. 
The girls were charged with re- 
fusing to obey a police order to 
leave a relief bureau in a public 
school yesterday during a demon- 
stration. They are Helen Amari- 
nock and Sophie Jacobs, each 14 
years old. 
As the case was called hundreds 
stormed the Children’s Court in 
East Twenty-second street and 
about 300 got into the building, 
where they heckled police, shouted 
invectives and tried to break into 
the court room. A call was sent 
in for a police emergency squad 
and as the truck arrived the dem- 
onstrators fled. Several were 
caught. 
Justice Samuel Levy, who was 
presiding, said the disturbance was 
“unprecedented in the annals of the 
court” and said all who took part 
in it were guilty of contempt.

He Is Assignee of Five-

for Realty Holdings.

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Edward A. 


Russia, is the assignee of five- 
twelfths of the fortune of Mrs. 
Edith Rockefeller McCormick. At 
one time the estate was estimated 
at $40,000,000, but is considerably 
depleted at this time. 

Whether Dato continues in con- 
trol is problematical, but in ad- 
dition, Dato, now middle-aged, is 
directing trustee of the Edith 
Rockefeller McCormick trust, 
formed by Mrs. McCormick, her 
close friend, Edwin Krenn, and 
Dato to further Mrs. McCormick’s 
real estate projects. 

Krenn, named beneficiary of 
five-twelfths of the estate three 
weeks prior to Mrs. McCormick’s 
death, assigned to Dato, his part- 
ner and friend, any legacy Mrs. 
McCormick might give him and 
also his interest in the trust for a 
consideration of $2000 a month for 
life. The will filed for probate 
yesterday provides that if any of 
Mrs. McCormick’s other heirs at- 
tempt to break it, then their share 
also reverts to Krenn. 

Set Out Into World in 1906. 
In 1906 Dato, with all his worldly 
possessions in a pack on his back, 
trudged out of his native village 
of Sinjava, near Kiev, Russia. His 
father, a Jewish grain collector for 
the Government, and his mother 
were dead, leaving young Dato pen- 
niless. The boy aspired to become 
an electrical and automotive engi- 
neer. He worked his way to 
Switzerland and entered a prepara- 
tory school. 

There he met Krenn, a young 
student of architecture. Krenn had 
difficulty with mathematics. Dato 
tutored him over the tough spots 
in calculus and trigonometry and 
the two became fast friends. Dato 
was graduated from thé Polytech- 
nic Institute of the Federal College 
at Zurich, and went to New York in 
1914 where he opened an auto- 
motive school. 

The school prospered and Dato 
sold his interest, obtaining money 
enough to attend Valparaiso Uni- 
versity, in Indiana, where he 
studied Engiish literature and 
American history. There he met a 
student, Minnie Noon, whom he 
later married. 

After a post graduate course in 
engineering, Dato obtained em- 
ployment with the International 
Harvester Co., headed by Harold 
F. McCormick, divorced husband 
of Mrs. Edith Rockefeller Mc- 
Cormick. 


Chance Glance at Newspaper.

her son, Fowler McCormick, whose 
wife is the former Fifi“ Stillman. 
Of Krenn's share she specified: 
“T give, devise and bequeath all 
the rest, residue and remainder of 
my estate, real, personal and mixed, 
of every kind and nature, to my 
friend, Edwin D. Krenn. I make 
this provision because I am justly 
indebted to the said Edwin D.

Judge Cuts Compensation Because 
of Situation; Once $252,000,000 
Investment Trust,

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—There is so 


little likelihood of recovering any 
assets for the investors in Insull 
Utility Investments, Inc., Federal 
Judge Walter C. Lindley said to- 
day, that receivers and their coun- 
sel must get along on less com- 
pensation than is really their due. 

He ordered payment of $7500 
each to the two receivers, Calvin 
Fentress and George A. Cooke, for 
five months’ services, on account 
pending final determination of the 
proper compensation. They had 
asked for $2000 a month. 

Compensation at a similar rate 
was allowed two law firms as 
counsel for the receivers. The court 
order noted that the condition of 
Insull utility investments at the 
time the receivers were appointed 
was “utter demoralization and be- 
wildering complication.”

BERLIN, Aug. 30.—Adolf Hite 


ler’s National Socialists won their 
first important office in the Na- 
tional Government today, with the 


election of Hermann Wilhelm Goer- 
ing as President of the new Reich- 
stag. 

Goering has been with Hitler 
since the “beer cellar putsch” of 
1923. He served his country dur- 
ing the war and was cited for valor 
as commander of the famous Von 
Richtofen flying squadron. 

It was a foregone conclusion that 
he would be chosen Speaker, for 
the nominee of the largest party 
always get the job. His margin 
was 367 votes to 216. 

By a vote of 364 to 138 Herr Es- 
ser nominee of the Nazis, though 
he is a member of the Centrist 
party, was elected First Vice-Presi- 
dent over Paul Loebe, the Socialist 
candidate, who was speaker of the 
last House.

financial readjustment plas was 
extended until tomorrow, when the 
board of directorw will consider a 
further extension.

Nobody rose 
in protest. Outside the Reichstag 
building, a block away, crowds of 
Hitler’s Nazis were yelling in cho- 
rus: “Germany, awakens!” 

Isolated bodies of Nazis on the 
Platz der Republik, shouting their 
war cries, broke through police 
lines at various points and attempt- 
ed to rush the Reichstag entrances, 
They were repulsed by police rein- 
forcements and driven in the diréc- 
tion of Potsdamerplatz. Police said 
there were no casualties. 


In Accord With Von Papen. 

The President, in a statement is- 
sued three hours before the Reich- 
stag assembled, announced his 
“complete accord” with Von 
Papen's junkers’ Government eco- 
nomic program, but instructed 
the Chancellor to execute the de- 
creés he stood ready to issue 
in such a way as to make sure that 
the proper standard of life woula 
be guaranteed to Germany's work 
érs. 

Regarding Von Papen's report 
On the poltical situation, the com- 
munique, issued at Neudeck, Bast 
Prussia, said: “A detailed discus- 
sion of the inner political situation 
resulted in a complete accord be- 
tween the Reich’s president and 
the Reich’s government.“ 

This put Hindenburg’s stamp of 
approval on the Chancellor’s ree 
fusal to Hitler yesterday to admit 
the Nazis into the Government at 
this time. 

By the President's decision, the 
Reichstag was told,, in effect, that 
disapproval of the Cabinet’s course 
would mean certain dissolution.

Eclipse of Sun Tomorrow 
Will be 71 Pct. Total Here 


It Will Begin at 1:10 P. M. and End at 3:32— 
Expert Explains It— Suggestions on Best 
Way to View Phenomenon. 


The eclipse of the sun tomorrow 
afternoon, which will be total along 
a 100-mile path in New England, 
will darken 71 per cent of the 
sun’s disc to St. Louis observers. 


In describing how the phenome- 
non will appear to St. Louisans, J. 
Wesley Simpson of Webster Groves, 
member of the American Meteor 
Society, said that at 1:10 o’clock 
the moon would appear to begin to 
bite into one side of the sun’s disc. 
The black image of the moon, he 
said, would creep across the face 
of the sun until nearly three-quar- 
ters of its face was covered at 2:24 
o’clock. Then the moon will con- 
tinue its overlapping movement, 
ending the eclipse at 3:32 o’clock, 
two hours and 22 minutes after it 
had begun. 

Sun to Be Reduced to Crescent. 

When the eclipse reaches its 
maximum, the sun, viewed through 
smoked glass, will appear as a 
crescent, resembling a large quar- 
ter moon. Light will have faded 
perceptibly. As the sun assumes a 
crescent form, small crescent 
images may be seen on the ground 
where the sunlight filters through 
foliage. Similarly, tiny crescents 
may be projected on a sheet of pa- 
per by placing another sheet, 
pricked with pinholes, above it 
toward the sun. 

If the day is clear, observers 
should be cautious in attempting 
to view the eclipse with the naked 
eye. They should use smoked glass, 
a dark photographic negative or a 
pin-pricked paper. 

Explanation of Eclipse. 

“A solar eclipse occurs when, at 
new moon, the moon passes 80 
near the line between the earth 
and sun as to cut off some or all 
of the sun’s light.“ Simpson ex- 
plained. “The moon’s shadow’ is 
cone-shaped, with its base at the 
moon and its tip toward the earth. 
Where the tip of the true shadow, 
or umbra, touches the earth, the 
eclipse is total. Where the outer 
shadow, or penumbra, touches the 
earth, the eclipse is partial, as will 
be the case in St. Louis tomorrow. 

“as the length of the moon’s 
shadow varies between 228,000 and 
236,000 miles and the moon's dis- 
tance from the earth approximates 
the latter figure, it is clear that 
the tip of the shadow will not al- 
ways reach the earth. In such 
cases observers within the prolon- 
gation of the shadow will see a 
narrow ring of sunlight around the 
moon—an annular eclipse. 

“Because of the inclination of 
the moon’s orbit to the plane of 
the ecliptic (the plane, passing 
through the center of the sun, 
which contains the earth’s orbit) the 


sun is not obscured at the time of 
each new moon. Only when the 
sun and moon are near one of the 
nodes (points at which the moon’s 
orbit intersects the ecliptic) is 4 
solar eclipse possible. The deter- 
mining factor is the sun’s distance 
from the moon’s node at the time 
of a new moon.” 

To Note Effect on Animals. 

Simpson, in addition to making 
preparations for noting the exact 
times of the beginning, maximum 
and end of the eclipse and for 
photographing it, has arranged for 
reports of its effects on animal life 
and on the weather. 

To amateur photographers, 
Simpson said that the shadow of 
the moon on the sun in a photo- 
graph by an average camera would 
be about .05 of an inch in diam- 
eter. 

The solar eclipse is to be fol- 
lowed by an 98 per cent eclipse 
of the moon on Sept. 14, Simpson 
said. 

Theie will be only four total 
eclipses visible in the United States 
during the rest of this century, he 
said. According to Simpson, these 
will be on Aug. 9, 1945; June 30, 
1954; March 7, 1970, and Feb. 26, 
1979. 

A 56 per cent eclipse of the sun 
was visible here April 28, 1930. 


Conway, N. H., Resembles Boom

CONWAY, N. H., Aug. 30.—As 
the hour draws near for tomorrow’s 
solar eclipse, this town begins to 
assume the aspects of a boom vil- 
lage. Two hundred and more sci- 
entists are assembled hereabouts 
from all parts of this country and 
many foreign nations to witness the 
spectacle. 

Visitors began to pour in by au- 
tomobile, only to find the restrict- 
ed accommodations already were 
taxed. Although a few rooms re- 
mained available in private homes, 
even these were dwindling rapidly. 

The same report came from sur- 
rounding communities in the path 
of totality.

Dr. Swift. professor of psychol- 
ogy at the university sinee 1903, 
and head of the department of 
psychology from 1925, retired from 
active connection with the univer- 
sity July 1. 1931. Since his retire- 
ment, he wrote a book, “The Jun- 
gle of the Mind,” which was pub- 
lished by the Scribner publishing 
house. 

He had been spending the sum- 
mer at the small Maine town. 
He and Mrs. Swift had planned to 
return to St. Louis in the fall. They 
lived at 5560 Cates avenue. 

Dr. Swift was born in Ohio and 
was a graduate of Amherst Col- 
lege, in the class of 1886. He 
studied in the universities of Leip- 
sic and Berlin, and took the degree 
of doctor of philosophy at Clark 
University, Worcester, Mass., in 
1903. In 1906 he married Miss 
Clairé Martha Coburn of Worces- 
ter. At intervals during his course 
of study he taught in academic in- 
stitutions. He came to Washing- 
ton University at the time when 
the present university plant had 
been begun, but when the institu- 
tion was still downtown. 

Dr. Swift’s classroom lectures 
and statements made in his books, 
frequently attracted attention and 
provoked comment outside univer- 
sity circles. In 1925 he discussed 
the effect of bobbed hair on 
women’s nerves, holding that the 
constant handling and rearranging 
of the hair may lead to nervous 
disorders. 

In his “Jungle of the Mind” book 
Dr. Swift wrote: 

Do not be deceived by fog- 
words. Demand their meaning. 
They -are always obscure, and if 
you cannot translate them into 
simple, intelligible language con- 
sistent with present knowledge, 
throw them out. Brain and human 
‘vibrations,’ for instance, have no 
meaning, because we know nothing 
about them. Make your facts tally. 
Do not follow the uninformed mob. 
Do not be a wishful thinker.” 

His earlier books were “Mind in 
the Making,” published in 1908; 
“Youth and the Race,” “Learning 
by Doing,” “Psychology and the 
Day’s Work,” “Business Power 
Through Psychology,” “Psychology 
of Youth,” “Psychology of Child- 
hood,” and How to Influence 
Men.“ 

It was said at the university 
that a memorial gathering in Dr. 
Swift’s honor would probably be 
held early in the scholastic term.

Of Sun During the Eclipse 


in Mixing Pigments 


Artist Has Even Harder Task Than Scientists 


Color in 90 Seconds. 


and Catching True 


By the Associated Press. 

CONWAY, N. T., Aug. 30.— 
Painting the rare-hued corona in 
natural colors in 90 seconds dur- 
ing the total eclipse of the sun 
tomorrow, a lone artist will un- 
dertake a harder task than any of 
the 200 astronomens. 

While these scientists are put- 
ting the finishing touches to equip- 
ment representing an expense of 
about $1000 a second for observa- 
tions, Charles Bittinger, Washing- 
ton and Duxbury, Mass., artist, one 
of the World War camouflage pio- 
neers, is laying out on a table in 
the middle of a big field the color 
elements of an unknown problem. 

He plans to mix his pigments to 
catch a true record of the most 
fleeting and rarest color display in 
the world. He pits a lifetime of 
judgment of color and form against 
a split second schedule and against 
such factors as the “purkinje ef- 
fect.” 

That is the unknown amount of 
the precious 90 seconds which the 
retina of his eye will need to ad- 
just from the last ray of real day- 
light to the sudden darkness of 
eclipse. This “purkinje effect” is 
the reason why usually “all cats 
look gray at night.” 

“Dusted With Talcum Powder.” 

Hitherto the most successful 
method of painting total eclipses 
has been not to paint, but to dia- 


gram, allowing one second for a 


certain aspect, 10 for another, and u the Associated Press. 


so on. The names of the colors 
and tones have been written in on 
the diagram. From this sketch a 
memory painting was made. 

The moon’s disc, astronomers as- 
sent, is not really black during to- 
tality. Some describe it as seem- 
ingly “dusted with talcum powder.” 

The corona is a pearl-colored ha- 
lo, but no astronomer whom Bit- 
tinger has consulted can help him 
in advance by predicting its form. 
It is expected this time to be of a 
bow tie shape, sign of an approach- 
ing low ebb of sun spots. Around 
the edges of the moon are rose- 
colored flames, flares of burning 
hydrogen, called “solar promin- 
ences,” thousands of miles high. 

Bolling Effect Near Eilges. 

There is a peculiar “boiling” et- 
fect near the moon's edges, attrib- 
uted to the earth’s atmosphere, 
through which spectators look up- 
ward as if from.the bottom of a 
fairly transparent ocean. 

To escape part of this atmos- 
pheric distortion, 20 aviators will 
be up in planes, mostly above two 
miles. They, too, face a knotty 
problem. All good total eclipse pic- 
tures have been heretofore “time” 
exposures. The astronomers say 
the aviators almost certainly will 
be able to see the elusive corona 
far better, but that the planes will 
be traveling too fast to allow time 
exposures, thus risking failure.

declined, the review states, value 
of permits for new construction 
receded, output of coal, lead and 
zinc mines showed more than the 
seasonc! decrease and further in- 
crease in unemployment in indus- 
trial centers was the rule. 

In the fate of these unfavorable 
conditions, however, there was a 
decided improvement in .usiness 
sentiment, the. bank réports, at- 
tributable to rising prices of cer- 
tain commodities, notably agricul- 
tural products, the upturn in se- 
curity markets, and further im- 
provement in the general banking 
and credit situation. 

“Since Aur. 1 this optimist at- 
titude has been emphasized by a 
number o“ actual favorable devel- 
opments in cémmercé and indus- 
try,” the review continues.

RESTORATION OF LICENSE

Supreme Court Acts in Case of 
Druggist Barred by State 
Health Board.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 30.—

MARSHALL, III., Aug. 30.—Hu- 
bert C. Moor, 31-year-old Robinson 
(III.) high school teacher, 
morose and sullen since his confes- 
sion of killing his wife, Marjorie, 
32, was being kept under constant 
guard in his cell today to preven 
any suicide attempt. ‘ 

The Rev. A. E. Wrentmore, fa- 
ther of Mrs. Moor, who is pastor 
of a Christian Church at Indianap- 
olis, visited Sheriff James Turner 
yesterday, offering aid in the pros- 
cution of the slayer. He had ex- 
pressed confiderce in Moor imme- 
diately after the slaying Aug. 14, 
but said yesterday in view of 
Moor’s confession, that “the elec- 
tric chair is too good for him.” 

„I'd like to turn on the current 
myself,” the Sheriff quoted the 
preacher as saying. The Rev. Mr. 
Wrentmore is the candidate of the 
Prohibitiom party for State Senator 
in his home district. He was ac- 
companied here by his wife, but 
neither was permitted to talk with 
Moor. 

Moor’s parents conferred with an 
attorney yesterday about his de- 
fense, but no announcement was 
made. 

Moor complained in his confes- 
sion, the Sheriff said, that his wife, 
also a school teacher, failed to keep 
house as he thought she should. 
She let the dishes go dirty, Moor 
said, and spent too much of her 
time in women’s club work and 

activities outside the home. 

The Sheriff advanced a theory 
that Moor wag the victim of an 
inferiority complex. “He told me,” 
Sheriff Turner said, “that he didn’t 
find small town life congenial, 
while his wife always took an ac- 
tive part in social affairs. We've 
discovered, too, that Mrs. Moor in- 
terceded for him once and pre- 
vented him from losing his position 
as a public school teacher at Rob- 
inson. This probably irritated him 
and made him feel inferior to her.” 

Mrs. Moor was shot to death in 
an automobile as she and her hus- 
band were returning to their home 
at night from Indiana. Moor ap- 
peared at a farm house and told a 
story of having been held up and 
slugged by highjackers who shot 
his wife. He was put in jail pend- 
ing investigation. He confessed 
Sunday. He said he could not 
stand seging visions of his wife's 
face both when awake and asleep. 


NORMAN THOMAS OUTLINES 
SOCIALISTS’ FARM PROGRAM 


U. S. Operation of Agricultural 
Machinery Industry Urged in 
Sioux City Speech. 

By the Associated Press. 

SIOUX CITY, Ia, Aug. 30.— 
Funding of outstanding agricul- 
tural debts at the level of interest 
paid on Government bonds was 
urged last night by Norman 
Thomas, Socialist candidate for 
President. 

Devoting his address almost 
wholly to agriculture, he urged 
Government operation of the farm 
machinery industry and creation 
of a non-profit Federal agency to 
market farm products. 

The troubles of the farmer are 
similar throughout the country, he 
said, adding that they differ only 
in degree.” 

“Nothing that the old parties 
propose strikes at this situation,” 
he said. “We Socialists propose to 
cure it along the following lines: 

“By improving demand and rais- 
ing prices; by our program for 
ending employment and raising 
wages, we shall enable city work- 
ers to eat instead of starve; by our 
program for national regional and 
state land utilization boards, we 
shall eliminate a lot of the present 
wastes in the improper use of land. 
For instance, we shall put millions 
of acres back into forests for 
which alone these acres are useful. 

“We intend to cut costs of things 
farmers buy; by lowering tariffs, 

. and by taking over the farm 
machine industry and selling at 
cost to the farmers.”

Weeks, according to Smugai, 
started manufacturing counterfeit 
half dollars six months ago, using 
a compound of block tin, babbitt 
metal and copper obtained by melt- 
ing genuine pennies. The copper, he 
explained, made the spurious coins 
hard. 

The first molds, made of plaster 
of paris, were not successful, Smu- 
gai continued, and so the unem- 
ployed carpenter threw them out 
into his back yard. “It’s only a 
wonder,” the Secret Service chief 
continued, “that some one didn’t 
bring us one of those six months 


ago. 

“After he got the work under 
way, Weeks got into touch with 
Walsworth, an unemployed laborer, 
and began selling the coins to him 
at $4 for $10 worth of the halves. 
Walsworth got in touch with Riggs. 
also an unemployed laborer, and 
Riggs with Prater. Riggs and 
Prater are close friends, 

“Riggs has confessed that after 
he bought some coins from Weeks, 
he saw how they were made and 
so he made a mold of his own and 
began to turn out quarters. He 
turned out about 500. Weeks 
made and passed or sold about 600 
halves.“ 

The first complaint concerning 
the counterfeit coins came from 
branch newsdealers in St. Louis 
who reported they were passed by 
men in automobiles who operated 
principelly on Saturday nights, 
bought a Sunday paper for 10 cents 
and for the spurious half dollar 
received 40 cents change in good 
coins. Weeks, Smugai says, told 
him he passed three times as many 
coins in St. Louis as he passed on 
the East Side. 

The counterfeiters were caught 
through descriptions of Walsworth 
given by the newsboys who accept- 
ed counterfeit coins from him. 
Walsworth was taken into custody, 
confessed and upon his confession 
the others were arrested, Smugai 
said. 

The coins, which have a copper 
tinge, are poor imitations. 

At Weeks’ home in Granite City, 
the Secret Service agents seized a 
pot for melting metal and a plaster 
of paris mold about 3% inches 


square and one inch thick.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—A $50,- 
000,000 fund was available today to 
keep Government-controlled cotton 
off the market until 1933. |

Jesse H. Jones, director in the 
corporation, announced the pro- 
gram last night in a radio address 
over the National Broadcasting 
System.

“We have authorized $50,000,000 
for cotton co-operative and cotton 
stabilization ‘corporations to enable 
them to hold their cotton until’ 
1933.” | 
This statement was added to an 
advance copy of his address on 
general policies of the corporation 
just before Jones began to speak. 
He did not elaborate on it and in a 
later interview would say only that 
the loan was requested by the 
Farm Board. 
The American Cotton Co-opera- 
tive Association and the Cotton 
Stabilization Corporation requested 
the loan with Farm Board approv- 
al. but under different terms from 
those which the Reconstruction 
Corporation specified in giving its

declined comment “at this time.” 
But it was learned that present 
plans would have the sales-suspen- 
sion period last half a year at the 
minimum.

MANILA, Aug. 30.—Members of

F ederal Re - Enforcements 
Sent to Capital From 
Provinces —Many Dead 
in Streets.

GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, Aug. 30. 
—Heavy fighting, in which artillery 
played an important part, still was 
going on today for the possession 
of Quito, the capital of Ecuador, 
despite previous official announce- 
ment that Federal troops had suc- 
ceeded in dislodging rebel forces 
supporting Neptali Bonifaz for the 
presidency. 

The head of the Federal military 
in Guayaquil received a dispatch 
this afternoon saying that Govern- 
ment batteries on the heights of 
Ichimbia had succeeded in silencing 
artillery concentrated in the Boli- 
var encampment, the rebel strong- 
hold. 

Assault troops were preparing, 
this dispatch said, to ascend Pin- 
chincha Hill, where the Bolivar en- 
campment is located, to engage the 
rebels in hand-to-hand fighting. 
Federal headquarters was estab- 
lished at Chiriaco, five kilometers 
north of Quito. It was estimated 
that 40 per cent of the male popu- 
lation of Quito had been armed 
and organized into rebel sharp- 
shooter bands. 

The local provincial Governor 
received a telegram from Alberto 
Martinez, president of the Senate, 
saying that the Bonifaz conserva- 
tive forces were being directed by 
friars, who guided them from posi- 
tions in church ‘towers. 

A military dispatch received ear- 
ly this morning asserted that Fed- 
eral troops who had been able to 
enter the capital had retired to 
dominant positions on nearby hills, 
and that they were in control of 
all roadways and waterways to 
Quito. 

Thousands of persons congregat- 
ed at the Guayaquil station today 
to watch army detachments leave 
for the capital. After the troops 
had left, these Federal adherents 
stoned several churches and cathe- 
drals, causing slight damage to 
stained glass windows and doors. 
The homes of prominent Conserva- 
tives also were attacked. A regi- 
ment of cavalry, assisted by fire- 
men who turned hose on the riot- 
ers, dispersed the crowd. 

All indications were that a con- 
servative revolt of considerable 
proportions had developed since 
the Quito army garrison mutinied 
Saturday. A Conservative dictator- 
ship assumed control. 

Dispatches said that in the 
streets of Quito were many dead.

U. S. SEEKS TITLE TO PATENTS 
HELD BY FEDERAL WORKERS 


Asks Supreme Court to Pass on 
Inventions Made in Course of 
Regular Work. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The 


Federal Government wants the Su- 
preme Court to give it title to all 
inventions made by Federal em- 
ployes in the course of their regu- 
lar work. 

Lower courts in three cases have 
ruled a patent belongs to the Gov- 
ernment only when the employe is 
assigned specifically to make the 


invention. The Justice Department 
now has asked the highest court 
to review these cases. 

“To permit Government em- 
ployes to retain title to inventions 
made by them in connection with 
their work would often be unfair 
to the taxpayers, at whose cost the 
inventions are made,” Solicitor- 
General Thacher contends in his 
brief. 

“It is against the public interest 
that private individuals should col- 
lect royalties for the use of inven- 
tions developed at public cost.”
